"CLVBXKSE." 


It was in a hospital at tlio oast unil o{ 


London that I lirst made the acquaint- 
ance of "Clubnose." An old college 
friend of mino, who was one of the resi- 
dent surgeons, was showing me over the 
wards, and there passed ns two or three 
times a hospital nurse, whose remark- 
able appearance arrested m\- attention.

the name she is known by in the force. 
Her real name is Margaret Saunders. 
She has a very queer history,! believe; 
but she is exceedingly reserved, and I 
have never hail a chance of dravin o- her 
out."

And this was all I learned 
about 
" Clubnose" on that occasion. 


Three or four days later two ladies, 


with whom I was intimately connected 
were robbed of a considerable quantity 
of valuable jewelry, and I was intrusted 
with the investigation of the case. I had 
paid numberless visits to Scotland Yard, 
and had had no cud of interviews with 
detectives, but still there was no satis- 
factory clue to the identitv of the thieves,

am Margeret Saunders. from the detective 
department." 


Her voice was harsh and unpleasant; 


but there was a firmness and decision 
about her manner, and a look of intelli- 


gence and resolution in her keen gray 
eyes, which at once inspired confidence. 
The bonnet she wore concealed to a cer- 
tain extent the terrible; disfigurement of 
her face; but even then the most rock' 
less flatterer dared not have called her 
physiognomy prepossessing. 
It was not

she was accordingly arrested and charged 
before a magistrate. 
After one or two 


remands, for the purpose of obtaining 
further proof, the magistrate decided 
that there was not sufficient evidence to 
justify him in sending the case for trial 
and the accused woman was discharged. 
That woman was Margeret Saunders. 
She had all along emphatically protested 
her innocence, ami after her discharge, 
Bhe vowed that she would never rest un- 
til she had proved it by bringing the 
real ofl'cndcrs to justice. The police, 
battled by the failure of their charge 
against herself, were compelled to con- 
fuss themselves completely at fault: from 
them, Magaret Sainiders could expect 
no assistance. Alone and unaided she 
set to work upon her self-imposed task. 
At the very outset, when it seemed to 
her that every moment was of value, she 
had the misfortune to fall down a flight 
uf steps and break her leg.

ain't in this case." 


How it was suddenly borne home to 


her that this '• Robert "'was the man she 
wanted, ••(.'iu'unoso'' told me she never 
cotdd quite make out. It flashed upon 
her all of a minute, she said, and she 
never hail a doubl of the correctness of 
the instinct thai prompted her to the con- 
viction. 
Slu- lay anil listened, but could 


catch nothing more. 
Shi; got a o-ood 


look, however, at the woman who was a 
visitor, and felt certain she should know 
her again anywhere. Before leaving th< 
hospital. Margaret Saunders had scraped 
up a speaking acquaintance with the 
patient who 
was so anxious about 


"Robert," and learned enough to find 
out in what part of London she must 
look for iiifonnaliun about the character 
and antecedents of the said "Robert." 
It was this incident, by the wav, that 
suggested to her afterward tho value of 
assuming the disguise of a hospital nurse. 


The ingenuity with which she ferreted 


out the facts which eventually determin- 
ed her to track "Robert" to Glasgow, 
was wonderful. 
And not less wonderful 


was her dogged patience. Even when 
she had run her quarry to earth and was 
convinced in her own "mind that she had 
her hands upon tho real criminal, she 
had to wait until she could piece the bits 
of evidence together, and above all, until 
the victim of the outrage, whoso brain 
had been seriously affected by the in- 
juries he had received, had sufficiently 
recovered his mind and memory to give 
some intelligible account of the attack 
upon him. Even when he could do so, 
he professed himself exceedingly doubt- 
ful of being able to recognize or identify 
his assailants: he knew, however, there 
were two of them—a man and a woman. 
It was nearly eighteen mouths after 


the perpetration of the crime before-the 
patience and perseverance of Margaret 
Saunders were rewarded with sufficient 
success to justifv her in communicating 
with the police.

Margaret thunders was highly com- 


plimented by the Judge upon the sao-ao- 
ity and acuteness she had displayed!" his 
Lordship observing that she was "a born 
detective." Tho "press too was loud in 
her praises; and a subscription was set 
on foot a.s an expression of the public 
admiration for the indomitable courage, 
resolution, anil patience, and the extra- 
ordinary astuteness which had enabled 
her to bring two great criminals to jus- 
tice.

It was a novel and startling proposi- 


tion, and the inspector was somewhat 
taken aback by it; however, he faithfully 
promised to lay the matter before the 
authorities at Scotland Yard, and let her 
know the result: with that, he and hLs 
companion left her. The end of it was 
that her wish was granted. 
Margaret 


Saunders was duly enrolled as a femalo 
detective, and a most active and intelli- 
gent officer she proved herself to be. 


That is in substance the strange history 


of " Clubnose's" connection with the 
police, as she herself, told it to me. I 
questioned her also upon her profession- 
al career; but here she was more reti- 
cent; still, I gathered that it had been 
marked by many exciting adventures 
and hair-breadth escapes from death. 1 
learned, for example, that she owed tho 
horrible disfigurement of her face to tho 
polite attentions of two water side ruf- 
lians whose lady companions she had 
been instrumental in consigning to Ilia 
tender care of the jailer of I'entonvillc.

If there 
was one thing that she prilled herself 
upon more than another it was her pow- 
er of disguising herself; ami indeed 1 
afterward learned from one of tho in- 
spectors that she had good reason for 
being proud of this accomplishment, for 
there was no one in this force who could 
compete with her in the, cleverness and 
variety of her disguises.

The police burst in, too late to 
save her from the vengeance of the 
thieves, but in time to make an Impor- 
tant capture. They found "Clubnose" 
with her skull fractured, and with hard- 
ly a whole bone in her skin. The inju- 
ries to her skull were so severe as to ne- 
essitate the operation ot trepanning, 
which was successfully performed; but, 
she said, she had never been herself 
since, and was constantly troubled with 
terrible pains in the head. 


"Ay," she added, with the rude kind 


of philosophy which was a curious trait 
in her character, "that was a gallus bad 
job, that was. They nigh done for me 
but it might ha' been worse. Supposin' 
now, they'd ha' smashed me up afore I 
spotted their little game, eh? 
That 


would ha' been something to grumble 
at." 


It was a worse "job" for poor " Club- 


nose" than she imagined. 
Within six 


months after my last interview with her 
she was dead; the cause of her death bo- 
ing an abscess in the brain, produced bv 
the frightful injuries to her head on thu 
occasion when "they nigh done" for 
her. 
She must have been missed in the 


force; for she was—as the Judge de- 
scribed her at the trial which first 
brought her remarkable qualities into 
prominence—"a born detective;" audit 
will be long before the police of this or 
any other country obtain the services of a 
woman possessed of the nerve, the as- 
tuteness and the dogged resolution of 
"Clubnose."—Champers' Journal.

best brought a Times representative to 
the little village of Norton, N. J.

Conscience in Work. 


In the struggle not only for superiori- 


ty, but for existence, and tlie making of 
existence comfortable if not beautiful 
also, with which this country and this ago 
are only too well acquainted, it is said 
that workers have no time to take con- 
science into counsel, and to do their steut 
as if doing it to the stern judgment of the 
fullest light that might ever fall upon it. 


Yet if all workers, and in that sense all 


individuals, realised the great doctrine 
of consequences, and 
the manner in, 


which every circumstance b interwoven 
with every other eirenmstauce that has 
gone before or is to come after, conscience 
would never be thrust out of sight, but 
would be the chosen friend, and given 
the place of honor at one's right hand. 


The careless happy spinner slights her 


thread; tlie rope spun with that thread 
breaks, and the man it held falls down 
His shaft: then a family is left fatherless 
and destitute, children grow up to crime 
and shame; theft, murder and the gal- 
lows hang on those strands of thread; 
sighs, tears, and agony, desolated afl'ec- 
tion, betrayed love, crime multiplying 
crime with the rapid growth of a fungus, 
a. country its prey. If conscience "lad 
sat by that spinner, that contingent 
amount of harm, at least, with its far- 
widening and 
long-reaching 
circles, 


would never have been done the world. 
For there is no action that does not en- 
tail its consequences, not on the actor 
alone, but on all in contact with tlie actor, 
with the air, one might declare, that the 
lifting of the arm to do the deed disturbs,, 
and all whom that air touches. 


We often hear complaints that thisnnd 


that sort of work is not done so well here 
as in England, or France, or Switzer- 
land; and allowing it to be true, one 
marvels why liberty and all the civiliz- 
ing inlluences that surround the worker 
in tliis country should have the effect of 
making his work jioor and slovenly and 
unfaithful generally. 
Yet doubtless, if 


the statement is indeed true, it is be- 
cause in the older countries tlie worker 
hns no expectation of ever rising above 
his work, and his only hope is in its per- 
fection; while in this laud, on the con- 
trary, evcrv worker knows his possibil- 
ities, and looks at tho future through 
them and not through his handiwork; lie 
does hia handiwork only in the interim 
before he carries out his possibilities. 


Perhaps the complainants have done 


their own work well in complaining; or 
perhaps they have been too hasty in de- 
manding more than one century of na- 
tional life has had time to effect, and we 
may just be entering on tlie ripened fruit 
of the hundred years of liberty. 
For, 


that unfaithful work used to be the rule 
much more than it is now, we are very 
sure, and nothing speaks better for our 
later conscientious endeavor than the ap- 
pearance of much work at the Exhibi- 
tion of 1876, the fact that to-day many 
of our wares find more demand and bet- 
ter market than the foreign, or than so 
little a thing, as at first blush it may 
seem, as tiie discovery by a woman of 
the secret of the lovely Limoges-ware, 
to that its foreign maker mistook her 
work for that of nis own people. 


Sometimes, indeed, 
the European 


worker's love of art answers for con- 
science. Doubtless that old Demetrius 
of Ephesus who made silver shrines 
for 
Dina did 
his work faultlessly. 


But 
it was another 
sort 
of 
con- 


science that animated 
Yoshiaki, the 


sword maker 
of Orska, in Japan. 
" His idea was that having been bred up 
to a calling which trades in life and death, 
he was bound, so far as in him lay, to 
atone for this by seeking to alleviate the 
suffering which is in the world; and he 
carried out this principle to the extent of 
impoverishing himself. 
No neighbor 


ever appealed to him in vain for help in 
tending the sick or in burying the dead. 
No beggar or leper was ever turned from 
his door without receiving some mark of 
his bounty. Nor was his scrupulous hon- 
esty less "remarkable than his charity. 
Whilst other smiths were in the habit of 
receiving large sums by counterfeiting 
Hie marks of famous makers of antiquitj', 
| he never turned out a weapon which bore 


any other mark than his own. Without 
knowing it, Yoshiaki was a sound Christ- 
ian." And there can be no doubt that 
this man did his work better, made his 


blades keener and litter, because his 
conscience was so active that it caused 
him thus to atone for the makino- of 
swords at all. 
D 


But it is not only the makers of .swords, 


and of ropes and of artistic objects, that 
need their conscience in their work; the 
domestic worker needs it just as much, 
if not more. The child at her practicing, 
the girl who sets a stich in her darning, 
the maid who trims the lamp for the 
night, the man who shovels the snow 


mistress who directs 
who ruins them as 


from the -door, th_ 
the servants, and ...,„ ,,,,.1.I ,,,tlli t, 
well as her housekeeping by neglectinra 
to keep tliem up Io the proper point in 
their duties—all these need eonseititicQ 
at their side as well as tin: weaver whose 
badly woven sail, splitting with the bel- 
lying wind, as the carpenter whose bad- 
ly driven bolt hurl a ship to her destruc- 
tion. These stand in danger of hurling 
more than a ship to destruction, ono 
...iglit imagine—of ruining all the com- 
fort, the peace and happiness of a homo 
by the want of this conscience yoked 
with needle and brain, uye-si"'ht and 
will. 


For this very "conscience that loakca 


cowards of us all," once admitted to 
our company, makes us afraid to slight 
our work, makes us feel tho conse- 
quences that' come from badlf baked 
bread, from poorly aired beds, from 
loose buttons, from strings not renewed 
in season, from unwhipped scams in our 
sewing, from stitches dropped in our 
knitting, from children unreproved at 
the moment of a fault, from servants al- 
lowedto commit the second time the error 
they made before, since nowhere has 
this useful conscience greater opportunity 
for play than in tho work of the house- 
keeper—work that begins with the first 
breath she draws beneath tho roof of- 
Lhe home that she undertakes to care for, 
that ceases neither by day nor night till 
she draws the last breath, and is only 
made systematic, and thus as easy as tho 
breath itself, by the aid of this bosom 
friend and counsellor.—Harper's Bazar.
